Our  reason  for  doing  this  is  that  when  they  are  dug  for  ship- 
ment the  earth  clings  to  the  roots  and  the  root  system  is  not 
disturbed  in  the  process  of  digging. 

Our  prices  include  the  cost  of  boxing,  also  freight  charges  to 
destination  and  these  two  points  plus  the  fact  that  they  are  dug 
with  ball  of  earth  and  carefully  sewed  up  with  burlap  should  be 
taken  into  consideration.
